WA'<inNOTr)X. Feb. fi._Tlie debate on 
the adniini r.iiiMh bill to aul hoi-i/,e the 
issne of i|.">(»o,(k«i,(km) gold bonds for the 
purpose of retiring the legiU tenders and 
treasury notes began in the house yes- 
terday tuid coutiuued for six honrs. It 
developed widely divergent views at the 
outset. The silver Democrats and Pop-

administration Democrats, like Hall of 
Mississippi, favored a substitute on the 
lines of the Carlisle bill,while Mr. Reed, 
the leader of the Republicans, after a 
speech charging the present trouble to 
the deficiency in the revenue, introduced 
a bill authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to sell S per cent coin bonds to 
keep up the gold resen e and certificates 
of indebtedness, redeemable at the pleas- 
ure of the governnietit. to jiuy current 
e.xiKjiises until the reveuui's shall equal 
the exjK'nditures. The issue of gold 
bonds, he said, would discriminate 
against the coin Ixmd of the past. .Mr. 
Patt^TSOJi. a Democrat from TeunessfH-. 
{)U the contrary, favon.-d the issue of 
gold bonds. 

The senate session opened with a very 
breezy personal idiercation between Mr. 
Mitchell of Oregon and Mr. II, oris of 
Teunes.stH'. Tlie Wdi-ds "ungentleman- 
ly" and "coiileiiiptible" were excliange<l 
and for a time it looked as though the 
senate chani!>cr might witness a reix^ti- 
tiou of the biUigereiit scene in the 
house la.st week. But the conflict as- 
sumed a sonu'what .serio-comic asjKvt 
and the senate soon relap.sed into an un- 
eventful cuMsj(bTati(jn of routine busi- 
ness. Tho District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill w.m passed, after having 
been before the senate more than a 
week, and discussion of the diplcnnatio 
and consular bill was begun.

sue of bonds with liOiidoii bankers, who 
woldd pay for tlieni with London gold 
and thus avoid lor the pre.serit at least, 
the necessity for paying out gold in ex- 
change for legal tenders.

Kleitricity has at last invaded the 
kiteiiun. The cook stove as a tiling of 
coal or gas ia doomed. In its place is to 
c line tbe electric stove. There is to be 
uu mure scouring, for tliero is to be no 
soot of any sort. Heat pure and simple 
is all with which the cook need reckon 
in the new dis)> 'usation. That heat can 
be turned off or on and degree of it regu- 
lated by the pulling out or pushing in of 
a plug. Overheated kitchens and all the 
rest of the worry about "the flTM " nuy 
be done away with. 

But the efHciency of tbe kitchen fires 
will not be impaired. Within two min- 
utes after the electric current has been 
turned on it will give out a steady heat 
which will olten enable tbe cook to leave 
her cooking to attend to itself. In an 
electric kitchen each utensil is inde- 
pendent of every otiier. It has it8.)own 
wires and therefore its own heat. In its 
simplest form the outfit is simply a table 
on which stands tbe various utensils, 
such as kettles, sauce]>anH, boilers and 
tins and so on. At the back of the table 
is a sort of keyboard. Connection is 
made as in the telephone keyboard by 
simply thrustin;,' a plug at the end of a 
wire into that place through which it 
can effect communication with a given 
place. The saucepan or kettle or what- 
not is then immediately subject to great 
heat. 

This electric cook in ir is only beginninj:. 
At St. Louis and Boston it has indeed 
"canght on." Many hotels andlprivate 
houses are supplied in this way. Tbe 
Electric Club of St. Louis and tbe Min 
nesota Club at St. Paul are famous for 
their " electric spreads." In New York 
also the idea of electric kitchens is stead- 
ily gaining ground. " Swelldom " is said 
to have taken it up, and the assurance is 
also given that when " Swelldom " takes 
hold of a thing in earnest that thing suc- 
ceeds. 

A special oonoapondent of tbe New 

York Recorder visited one of the New 

York kitchens quite recently. This 
kitchen is in the home of George Preeton 
Feabody, 26 Monroe Place, Brooklyn. It 
has been in operation for some two years, 
and has given excellent results. Bath, 
cooking and laundering ia done by elec- 
tric currents. 

" .\8 to laundering," writes this corre- 
spondent, " modem electric science has 
made its very prettiest innovation in re- 
spect to ironing. In a laundry etjuippi d 
electrically but one iron is used. The 
conventional green-oovered wires are at- 
tached to it, and once tbe current is 
turned on the iron never gets cold, but 
always retains an even heat. There is no 
' testing ' needed, an operation performed 
by a feminine forefinger, with the aid of 
a little saliva, and no carrying back and 
forth of tbe heavy weights." 

.\t present there Is one objection to 
the use of electricity in the kitchen. It 
is expensive. But with each year more 
economical applications of it are found. 
Before long if will be cheaper to cook by 
electricity than by coal or gas. That 
such an end is desirable witness the fol- 
biwing rhapsody upon electric cooking 
that comes direct from New York : 

" In one compartment of a tiny oven," 
writes an electric enthusiast, " meat is 
being roasted daintily in its own juices ; 
in another bread is being baked, wliile 
above where the beat is less, already 
cooked viands have been slipped (n to 
keep warm. 

"There has been no hour spent in 
coaxing a refractory " draught " tb work 
nora recalcitrant fire to burn. Faraway, 
in some cavernous factory, sooty work- 
men are attending to that. Th^jr start 
the heat and it flows, as it were, along 
tbe wires, to be used or turned oil' at 
will. Once the cooking is done, the re- 
moval of the plug turns the heat ofi", and 
there is no waste of fuel, no fire to be 
kept up for h "'s more. 

" I have eaten of its products, or I 
should not undertake to prdse in this 
way. In one corner of this great city, 
up in one of its big oiQce buildings, is an 
establishment where an ' electrid lunch ' 
is served at noon each week day. A de- 
licious though simple bill of fare was 
served when I sampled its viands— roast 
beef done to a turn, succulent and Juicy : 
potatoes baked and browned in the same 
pan; tiny biscuits, perfectly ruisi-d, be- 
cause subjected to an even heat, with 
the fire neitlier above, below, nor at the 
side of them, but warmth on every side. 
No cooking have I tasted that was more 
satisfactory than that which came from 
the hanils of the f,'ri//led old cln^f here.
